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(1) In the "Status of the Amendments" section, Appellant has not listed the Amendment After Final Rejection filed 2/26/2009 and not 
entered by the Advisory Action of 4/23/2009 as is required by 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1 )(iv). 

(2) In the "Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter", Appellant does not have a concise explanation of the subject matter of each 
independent claim involved in the appeal which refers to the specification by page and line number as is required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1)(v). 
Rather, Applicant is using paragraph numbers, but the originally filed specification does not have paragraph numbers so that it appears 
Appellant is referring to the Pre-Grant Publication and not the originally filed specification. 

(3) In the Claims Appendix, Appellant has listed the wrong set of claims because claim 13 and claim 15 are shown as being dependent 
upon claim 11, but this how claim 13 and claim 15 were amended in the After Final Amendment of 2/26/2009 which claim amendments 
were not entered by the Advisory of 4/23/2009. The claims should appear as they did in the 9/17/2008 Amendment where claim 13 and 
claim 15 are dependent upon canceled claim 12.
